-Listened to two representatives of the 
Jermyn Golden Age Club, who protested 
that $6 an hour is too high a fee for rental for 
their'group's meetings, and promised to 
“take the matter under advisement.” Coun¬ 
cilman James Davis Jr. stated that “If there 
are 80 members from Jermyn, this comes to 
about 10 cents an hour per person."Council 
asked for a list of members from Jermyn. 

Replied to Gregory Esgro. who plans to 
build a house on a 150- by 105-foot property 
fronting on Lincoln Avenue, near the Jer¬ 
myn Sports Complex, and asked the 
borough to sell him 40 extra feet which it 
owns. The solons told him the complex was 
funded 50 percent by the federal govern¬ 
ment, 30 by the state and 20 by the borough, 
and he should consult a local surveyor. 

Appointed Michael Bednash as equip¬ 
ment operator for the borough, temporarily 
replacing Michael Trentley, who is ill. 

Approved for payment bills totalling 
$7,745.35 from the general fund, and 
$3,354 04 from the revenue sharing account. 
The next meeting will be heldjiept. 10. 


District Magistrate Donald A. Yurgosky 
of Jermyn appeared before a regularly sche¬ 
duled meeting of the Borough Council in 
that community Thursday evening, and 
accepted apologies for “accusations said 
about him during the July 9 session.” 

Council President Idris D. (Donald) 
Edwards and Jermyn Patrolman Harry 
Esgro both apologized to the magistrate for 
allegedly taking him to task during a “hot- 
under-the-collar" midsummer meeting in 
July. 

Yurgosky rose during^he public portion 
of the meeting, stating that he had “listened 
to the tape of the July 9 meeting four times.” 
He accused Edwards, Esgro and Council¬ 
man Robert Westington of charging him 
with “not doing his job, play ing politics and 
throwing out too many cases.” 

“1 have my records for the last 7'A or 8 
years, with me.” Yurgosky emphasized. 
“These cases are not being thrown out. Of 
1,096 cases in the 7'/: years, I have an 83 
percent to 85 percent conviction rate. Any 
more than that and you wouldn’t need a 
magistrate." 

Edwards replied, “I grant you an apology. 
I was only thinking out loud. Sometimes I 
do run off at the mouth. I understand you 
run an honorable court.” 

Esgro, who was in attendance with Police 
Chief Alfred J. Zaborowski, and Patrolmen 
James J. Reilly and Howard A Walton, also 
apologized publicly to Yurgosky. and they 
shook hands. 

Westington. however, staled he “did not 
remember saying or making the derogatory 
statements,” and would not comment until 
he and Yurgosky heard the tape again in 
private. 

Patrolman Reilly requested that council 
meet with the police officers for a discussion 
of the police pension plan, and Edwards

I he First National Bank of Carbondale 
Classic 10.000-Meter Run will be held Sat¬ 
urday. Aug. 29. in conjunction with Carbon- 
dale’s Pioneer Days festivities. 

- The race, which will be scored and regu¬ 
lated by SOAR (Scranton Organization of 
Area Runners), will offer 38 trophies. In 
addition, the first 100 finishers will receive 
free T-shirts and all finishers will receive 
ribbons signifying the accomplishment. 

Trophies will be awarded to: first place 
overall, second place overall, third place 
overall, first female finisher, first Carbon¬ 
dale female, first Carbondale male, oldest 
finisher, youngest finisher, first Carbondale 
team (three trophies), first open team (three 
trophies), age group trophies: 6-9,10-12, 13- 
14, 15-16, 17-20, 21-25, 26-30, 31-35, 36-40, 
41-49, 50-59, 60 and up. 

The race will start and finish at the Car- 
bondalc Area Junior-Senior High School, 
Route 6, Carbondale. The course will be 
from the High School on Route 6 to Eighth 
Avenue, down Pike Street, Gordon Avenue, 
Lackawanna Avenue, Chestnut Street, 
Plank Road to the North Vo-Tech School, 
then onto Route 6 back to the High School. 

It is a fiat course and will be totally traffic- 
controlled. Split times will be given at each 
mile marker, and an aid station will be pro¬ 


vided at the half-way point and finish line. 

Special features include scoring and tim-* 
mg by SOAR, full locker room facilities for 
both male and female runners, ample park¬ 
ing. and full emergency services along the 
route. 

The 10,000-meter (6.2-mile) run is being 
sponsored by the First National Bank of 
Carbondale in conjunction with Carbon- 
dale’s Pioneer Days, Aug. 24-29. 

Awards for the run will be presented dur¬ 
ing ceremonies immediately following the 
race by former NBA basketball great, Oscar 
Robertson. Robertson will be in Carbondale 
on behalf of Pepsi Cola's Hot Shot basket¬ 
ball program. 

Defending champion for this year’s race is 
Billy McCabe of Pittsburgh, who also won 
the initial Classic in 1979. McCabe’s winning 
time last year was a record 31:03. 

Second place was won by Joe Haggerty in 
31:25, and third place went to Jon Folbey. 

First place in the female division went to 
Elaine Yurek of Wyoming, also a repeat 
champion from 1979. Yurek’s winning time 
was 38:57. First Carbondale finishers to 
cross the line were Bill Brown and Diane 
Telemko.
